THE REMOVALS CONTROVERSY. 


Comments of Republican and Democratic 
Senators on the President’s Message. 
By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTcH. 

WASHINGTON, D. O. March 8.—The Presi- 
dent’s message will be considered by the Judi- 
ciary Committee ina special meeting. Itis 
probable that the committee will meet Satur- 
day. A friend of Mr. Edmunds said yesterday 
that it was not the present intention of Mr. 
Edmunds to prepare any formal answer to the 
message. He thought it would be better to 


take up the document and answer it upon the 
floor of the Senate in the discussion upon 
the subject treated by the President. The 
majority of the Senators do not care to give 
their views of the President’s message in the 
form ofinterviews. The reason of this is that 
the criticisms which they are inclined to make 
are of so personal a character that they do not 
like to father them in print. The message has 
stirred up the Republicans very much and has 
done more to awaken party feeling than any- 
thing that has happened this winter. Senator 
Allison said last evening that for his part he 
thought the President’s message a document 
of very little r moreover, it was 
uncalled for an entirely of place; 
furthermore, it was entirely incorrect in 
its statements. The President was trying to 
make the ple think that there was a fight 
between him and the Senate. 
As I understand it,“ said the Senator, ‘‘the 
President claims that these papers are confi- 
dential. If they are they should not be on the 
files of the department. en I receive a let- 
ter from a man giving me information regard- 
— a certain case before my committee, or 
telling me where I can obtain information, and 
saying he does not wantto be known in the 
matter, Ido not putit with the other papers. 
In that case, I either tear it up or put it on my 
private file. Now,the Senate has drawn just 
this line in its request for papers. It does not 
ask for 1 of a ‘confidential nature.’ 
Papers of that kind ought not to be on flle. 
Senator Frye characterizes the President’s 
action as foolish and one that he will regret 
hereafter. ‘‘The document itself, he said, 
‘‘starts out with a misstatement, and as what 
follows is based on that misstatement it is 
wrong throughout. The President draws an 
inference which no action of the Senate would 
warrant him in drawing. He says that we 
have asked his reasons for making removals. 
We have never asked Mr. Cleveland anything. 
We don’t care what his reasons for makin 
removals may have been. We have aske 
certain papers of the heads of our depart- 
ments, our departments whichcome to Con- 
gress for money for their maintenance, which 
cannot use a sheet of paper without the 
consent of Congress. What the President 
is after is to get at the dear people, 
and he says as much in his oy He 
knows ofthe debate which is about to take 
place and he wants to get a speech in before it 
comes off. I think this action is 
A PIECE OF POLITICAL TRICKERY, 
but I do not think it will succeed. You can’t 
deceive the dear A A good many per- 
sons have tried that at various times, but they 
have never succeeded. 
Senator Gray of Delaware said that the mes- 
sage was avery able one and in his opinion 
the President was justifiable in communi- 
os it to the Senate. 
‘*The President was arraigned,’’ said Sena- 
tor Gray, ‘‘by the report of the majority of the 
Judiciary Committee in the most severe terms. 
It is true that the report was directed 
at Attorney-General Garland, but he, 
in refusing to send the papers 
to the Senate, only carried out the instructions 
of the President. Therefore, the Judiciary 
Committee struck at the President over Attor- 
— Pigeon Gariand’s shoulders. It was a 
bold challen to the chief executive of this 
nation, and his message is entirely justified. 
He was compelled to defend himself, and he 
has done it very ably and effectively. I be- 
lieve President Cleveland to be aman who, 
when he thinks he is right, bas the courage of 
his convictions. He is not a man who will 
swerve from his path of duty. As a matter of 
right, the President cannot allow the preroga- 
tive of his high office to be trenched on.“ 
What do you think of the aotion of the Re- 
publican majority in the Senate?’’ 
It is only a flank movement on their 
art which 1 do not think will be successful. 
t is plain Fo mage and — else. They are 
trying to drive the President into a position in 
which they can gore him. I do not object to 
honest opposition of those who are opposed 
politically toan administration. That is the 
essence and the attributes of a free form of 

overnment. But zthis actionof the Repub- 
ican Senators is a travesty, a mere opera 
bouffe play in politics. scarcely have

Ask- 
ing for the papers is a mere subterfuge and 
device.

SAVED AGAIN. 


JACK HAYES HAS A VERY NARROW ESCAPE 
FROM THE GALLOWS. 


The Condemned Murderer Who Was to 
Hang on Friday Rescued from the Grip of | 
the Terrible Death-Watch—The United 
States Supreme Court Unexpectedly Inter- 
venes—A Melancholy Scene in the Prison- 
ers’ Cell. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., March 3.—Hon. John 
M. Glover obtained in the Supreme Court at 
noon to-day a writ of error and supersedeas in 
the case of Jack Hayes, who was to have been | 
hanged in St. Louis on Friday of this week. 
He immediately telegraphed the Governor, 
the Attorney-General, and Circuit Attorney 
Clover. The writ is granted on the ground 
that there is a Federal question involved in 
the case named, in the interpretation of a 
clause in the Constitution of the United States, 
which provides that the laws must bear un- 
formly on all citizens. 


McBride’s Disappointment.

JEFFERSON Crrr, March 3.—J. J. MoBride, 
counsel for Jack Hayes, condemned to be 
hung on Friday, arrived here this morning and 
filed an application for a stay of execution till 


such time as would enable Judge Miller of the 
United States Supreme Court to pars upon the 
application filed with him by John M. Glover, 
praying fer a writ of error to determine the 
constitutionality of the jury law of Missouri, 
as applicable to the city of St. Louis in crimi- 
nal prosecutions. Unfortunately for McBride 
the Supreme Court adjourned yesterday to 
meet Monday next and it is therefore be- 
yond the power of the individual members of 
the Court to grant the stay or calla special 
session asthe Court adjourned toa certain 
day. As the Governor is not expected from 
St. Louis till to-morrow afternoon, McBride 
felt very much — ey at his failure, 
more so as the Court, if it had been in session, 
would most likely have granted the stay of 
execution. 


° In the Shadow, 
The time set for the execution of Jack Hayes 
was close at hand, and a painful reminder 
of the fact was given him by a death 
watch being placed on him this morning. At 
6 o’clock this morning Deputy Sheriff Garner 
arrived at the jail and shortly after Deputy 
Sheriff Hart put in an appearance. They 
were to keep watch over the condemned 
man until 6 o'clock this evening 
when they were to be relieved by two 
other deputies. This is the second time Hayes 
has been convicted, but he was never so 
near death before. The murder for which he 
was to bang was committed on August 26, 1881, 
Hayes killing Philip Mueller, a saloon-keeper 
on Grand and Kossuth avenues, fora drink of 
whisky. On April 19, 188, he was convicted of 
murder in the first degree, and on November 
Is of the same year was sentenced to hang on 
Friday, December 29, but a stay was granted 


him on December 5,an appeal having been 
taken. The case was reverse and 
remanded by the Supreme Court Sep- 
tember 4, 884. On the 13th of last 


January Hayes was again convicted. 
Hayes sat in his cell to-day with his head 


bandaged. He kept his right leg moving 
nervousl = and down while with his hands 
he played with a lemon. He seldom speaks 
except to occasionall remark that 


his head is paining him and every few minutes 
he goes back in his cell to the hydrant and 
dampens his hair. Several times to-day he 
has asked Deputy Garner if to-morrow will be 
Sunday and says that his wife always visits 
him on that day. His wife and brother are 
about the only people he ever speaks of. 


Hayes Learns of His Good Luck.

FREE LABOR. 

The discharge of a laboring man from 
any employment in which his services are 
needed and are rendered faithfully, 
efficiently and without offense, is a serious 
thing to him, and may become a social 
wrong fraught with serious consequences 
to society. Where a great body of labor- 
ers are gathered together, as at Crystal 
City, and dependent on some big concern 
like the glass works there, a discharge 
deprives them of their little all, of-their 
only means of supporting their families in 
the only handicraft which they have mas- 
tered, unless they can get work in 
some distant concern of the same 
character. The costs and sacrifices 
involved in migration in quest of employ- 
ment are about equivalent to the loss of 
one year’s subsistence at least. When 
such a severe penalty is imposed on labor- 
ing men for. no fault or reason but their 
exercise of the freeman’s right to join a 
workingman’s organization for mutual 
aid and for bettering their condition as a 
class, the discharge becomes an act of 
tyrannous and cruel persecution. It ren- 
ders his condition a fearfully desperate 
one, and teaches him ‘‘bloody instructions 
which may return to plague the inventor.” 
Employers are setting a bad example to 
laborers when they go thus far, and 
just now, when labor is organizing every- 
where to wield in this country a social and 
political power it has never before 
grasped, there would be wisdom in call- 
ing a halt to aggressive, cruel and inex- 
cusable assaults by employers upon trade 
organizations or upon the natural rights 
of the workingman. The gravest objec- 
tion to labor organizations is that they 
are too prone to tyrannize over their mem- 
bers under the plea of protecting them 
from the tyranny of capital. But there 
is no such decent excuse for such tyranny 
as is exemplified in this Crystal City reg- 
ulation, and neither the public sympathy 
nor the legislation of this country will 
ever favor any such an arbitrary restric- 
tion upon the freedom of labor. 

— — —— — 
MONTGOMERT'S REJECTION, 

All of the railroad influence of the Pa- 
cific coast and all of the political elements 
combined to nullify the new Constitution 
of California fought vigorously against 
the appointment of ZACHARIAH MONTGOM- 
ERY as Assistant Attorney-General for 
the Interior Department. He had been 
one of the sternest and most formidable 
of their antagonists in the courts of law 
and in political contests, and his appoint- 
ment was hailed asa proof that they had 
lost their grip on the administration of 
public affairs at Washington, and espec- 
jally on the Interior Department. But it 
now appears that their control over the 
Republican majority in the Senate re- 
mains unbroken, as the Senate has re- 
jected the nomination of MONTGOM- 
ERY. This was done at the com- 
mand of STANFORD, HUNTINGTON and 
the whole tribe of monopolists and 
land-grabbers. But of course it had 
to be put on other grounds, and so the 
pretext was some violent speeches made 
years ago by Mr. MONTGOMERY against 
the public school system. Heisan earnest 
Catholic, a warm friend of Catholic 
parochial schools, an opponent of the 
policy of taxing Catholics to support 
schools which many of them regard as 
‘*Godless’’ and ‘‘Atheistic’’ institutions. 
There was no other thing alleged against 
him but his “crank” notions on the educa- 
tional question, with which the Assistant 
Attorney-General for the Interior Depart- 
ment has nothing whatever to do, and 
therefore it is plain that his rejection was 
due altogether to the influence of the 
corporations that are trying to steal 100,- 
000,000 acres more of the people’s land. 
Mr. GARLAND’S fight for MONTGOMERY and 
against that influence, if he holds out to 
the end, will more than counterbalance the 
discredit of his Pan-Electric stock deal.

A NEAT JOB. 

Mr. Jonx E. SEARLES, a member of the 
commission sent to the Sandwich Islands 
in 1883, has furnished the Ways and Means 
Committee an interesting report on the 
working of our so-called reciprocity 
treaty. From this report it appears that 
the duties we remitted on Hawaiian sugar 
would have amounted to $22,808,025 in the 
nine years since the treaty went into 
operation, and that during the same years 
the total value of our exports to the Sand- 
wich Islands amounts to but $22,872,871. 
The duties we remitted on sugar did not 
enable or induce the Islanders to buy a 
dollar's worth of anything from us which 
they could buy cheaper from England or 
Germany, or a dollar’s worth of anything 
which they would not have bought all the 
same if the duties on their sugar had not 
been taken off. Our Government simply 
gave away $22,808,025 to somebody. To 
whom? Not to the sugar consumers of 
our Pacific Coast, because Commissioner 
SEARLES shows that, by an arrangement 
between the Claus Spreckels sugar monop- 
oly and the Pacific Railroad monopoly, 
the price of duty-free sugar has been kept 
2 cents higher in San Francisco than in 
New York, where duty was collected ever 
since the treaty went into effect. No 
fall in the price of sugar at New York 
was permitted to reduce the price in San 
Francisco, or to bring any other sugar into 
competition with Sandwich Island sugar 
on the Pacific Coast. Nor did the Kanakas 
get any of the $22,808,025. All the sugar 


xported from the Islands and its trans- 


portation to San Francisco were controlled 
by the Spreckels syndicate. Most of it 
was produced on their own estates with 
imported Chinese labor, and the rest they 
bought at their own price from helpless 
small producers not in the syndicate. So 
that bit of legislation was nothing but a 
job, a measure by which a foreign monop- 
oly was enabled to steal $22,808,025 from 
the United States Treasury in nine years, 
and by which it will continue to steal 
$2,500,000 a year so long as that treaty re- 
mains unrepealed and San Francisco re- 
mains practically the only port where 
sugar enters free of duty. 
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Ir is a wise ballot-box that knows its own 
majority.

Grant at Shiloh. 
Gen. D. C. Buell in Mareh Century. 

About half-way up we met a stream of fugi- 
tives that poured in a constantly swelling cur- 
rent along the west bank of theriver. The 
mouth of Snake Creek was full of them swim- 
ming across. We arrived at the landing about 
l1o’clock. I inquired for Gen. Grant, and 
was informed that he was on his headquarters 
boat, nearly against which we had landed. I 
went on board and was met by him at the door 
of the ladies’ cabin, in which there were be- 
sides himself two or three members of his 
staff. Other officers may have entered after- 
ward. He appeared to realize that he was be- 
set bya pressing danger, and manifested by 
manner more than in words that he was re- 
lieved by my arrival, as indicating the near 
approach of succor; but there was nothing in 
his deportment that the circumstances 
would not have justified without disparage- 
ment to the character of a courageous 
soldier. Certainly there was none of 
that masterly confidence which has since been 
assumed with reference to the occasion. After 
the first salutation and as I walked to a seat, 
he remarked that he had just come in from the 
front, and held up his sword to call my atten- 
tion to an indentation, which he said the scab- 
bard had received from a shot. Idid not par- 
ticularly notice it, and after inquiring about 
the progress of the battle and requesting him 
to send steamers to bring up Crittenden’s di- 
vision, which was coming to Savannah as I 
left, I proposed that we should go ashore. As 
we reached the gangway I noticed that the 
horses of himself and staff were being taken 
ashore. He mounted and rode away, while I 
walked up the hill, so that I saw him no more 
until the attack occurred at the landing late in 
the evening. I state these particulars of our 
meeting with so much detail because a totally 
incorrect version of the piace, manner and 
substance of the interview has been used to 
give a faise impression of the state of the bat- 
tle and afalse coloring to personal traits which 
are assumed to have had the issue in control. 


Shiloh Summed Up, 
Gen. D. C. Buell in March Century. 

An army comprising seventy regiments of 
infantry, twenty batteries of artillery, and a 
sufficiency of cavalry, lay for two weeks and 
more in isolated camps, with a river in its rear 
and a hostile army, claimed to be superior in 
numbers, twenty miles distant in its front, 
while the commander made his headquarters 
and passed his nights nine miles away on the 
opposite side of the river. It had no line or 
order of battle, no defensive works of any 
sort, no outposts, properly speaking, to give 
warning or check the advance of an engmy, 
and no recognized head during the absence of 
the reguiar commander. On & Saturday the 
hostile forces arrived and formed in order of 
battle, without detection or hindrance, within 
a mile and a half of the unguarded army, ad 
vanced upon it the next morning, penetrated 
its disconnected lines, assaulted its camps in 
front and flank, drove its disjointed 
members successiyely from position to 
position, capturing some and routing others, 
in spite of much herolo individual resistance, 
and steadily drew near the landing and depot 
of its supplies in the pocket between the river 
and an impassable creek. At the moment 
near the close of the day when the remnant ot 
the retrograding army was driven to refuge in 
the midst of its magizines, with the triumph - 
ant enemy at half gunshot distance, the ad- 
vance division of are-enforeing army arrived 
onthe opposite bank of the river, crossed, 
and took position under fire at the point of 


| accompanied by such of the broken columns 
of the previous day as had not lost all cohe- 
sion, and after ten hours of conflict drove the 
enemy from the captured camps and the field 


of battle. 


An Odious Despotism. 
From the Kansas City Times. 

The railroads ofthe United States have 
found the useful function of common carriage 
too narrow forthem. They have undertaken 
to foster particular sections of country, par- 
ticular industries, particular men. They as- 
sume to be the sovereign, arbitrators with 
power to interfere in private competition. If 
a new process is introduced by which a ber- 
tain article can be given to the public more 
cheaply, a railroad pool may step in and by 
lowering rates to the old-fashioned manufact- 
urer or increasing them to the new one can 
deny to the people the benefit of the invention. 
If two parties own coal mines and depend 
for marketing the output on the same railroad, 
one can by collusion with the officials secure a 
secret rate and can drive his competitor out of 
business. The dividends paid to stockholders 
would probably be as great or greater under a 
rational and regular system of charges. The 
profit comes to the railroad managers as 
private citizens, and the extent of 
it accounts for the princely wealth 
some of them have amassed with- 
out ostensible processes. Influential 
railroad officials can obtain an interest in out- 
side business which has to pay large freights 
as éasily as a member of Congress can get into 
a corporation scheme which is lobbying for a 
favorable law. The principle of discrimina- 
tion, unregulated and unfettered, can govern 
business absolutely. People have overturned 
governments for encroachments upon liberty 
by no means as oppressive as this. The people 
have yet a way to counteract the evil. There 
must be no Senator or Representative in the 
coming State Legislatures who does not 
understand his duty, and whe is not free from 
the domination of railroads. 


Gen. Grant’s Memoirs. 
From the New York Times. 

Charles L. Webster & Co., the publishers of 
Gen. Grant’s book, sent Mrs. Grant a check 
yesterday for $200,000 as her proportion of the 
proceeds so far derived from the sale ofthe 
General’s book. The check is drawn in favor 
of Mrs. Julia D. Grant on the United States 
National Bank of this city, and the receipt 
signed by Mrs. Grant specifies that the check 
is to apply on account of profits accruing 
from sale of Volume I of ‘Personal Memoirs of 
U. S. Grant.’’’ In a letter concerning the 
check, written to Cyrus W. Field, Mr. Webster 
says: 

The contract with Gen. Grant for the pub- 
lication of the Memoirs was signed just a year 
ago to-day, since which time the book has 
been practically written, published, and the 
great bulk ofmoney for the first volume col- 
lected. 

It seems fitting to me on the anniversary 
of the signing of that contract to pay to Mrs. 

Grant the check which you know about, and 
it will accordingiy be handed her this morn- 

ing. 

More is due her and will be paid as soon 
as collected. 

We expect to collect as much again when 
the second volume appears, so that Mrs. 
Grant’s profits within a year from publication 
will not fall below $400,000, and will probably 
reach 800, 000. 


Embarrassing the President. 
From Harper's Weekly. 

It is not necessary to suppose that the At- 
torney-General entered into the Pan-Electric 
speculation with any improper motive.

Kinney and Officer Mansfield have 
peen on the lookout for two sharpera, who 
they understood, had been plying their voca- 
tion very successfully atthe Relay Depot. Last 
evening, just as the Louisville & Nashville train 
was about to pull out ot the depot they saw 
these men get on board. They ran after the 
train, jumped on and pulled the bell rope. 
ue train came to a stand-still and the two 
oficers then entered the rear car with their 
revolvers in hand. When the passengers 
caught sight of the glistening weapons 
they thought that the officers were 
train robbers, and women began 
to shriek, . while men jumped from 


their seats and endeavored to escape out of 
the forward door. The intelligence that train 
robbers were aboard was svon communicated 
to the passengers in the forward cars and the 
stampede became gereral.

It was introduced and passed through its first 
reading last night while the doors, 
the lobby and the hall outside 
the Council chamber was crowded with citi- 
sens awaiting the consideration of the Iron 
Mountain surface track bill, and the effect on 
that crowd was anything but the pleas- 
ant, conciliating one which Mr, Du- 
ross suggested before its § intro- 


duction. But while the billis going through 
the printer's hands and its sections marked 
of tor the accommodation of the members of 
the Council the Committee on Railroads is 
working upon it body and soul. A member of 
that committee made some very pertinent 
revelations to-day regarding the true inward- 
ness of the measure, its objects, purposes and 
uses. He said that the bill was prompted, 
otten up and introduced at the 
instance of the St. Louis and San Francisco 
Road. That that corporation, knowing but 
too well that a measure in its own name would 
die the minute it saw the inside of the Council 
chamber, has shrunk behind the shoulders of 
the Transfer Railway Company,and now seeks 
to gain a franchise from the city through the 
value of its title. The bill, indicating the line 
of its route says that the road shall 
run through city blocks 419, 422, 429 and 432 to 
a proposed connection with the Missouri Pa- 
eiue road at Eleventh street. The member of 
the committee uoted above further 
sys that the scheme of the Frisco 
ad is doubly apparent in consideration of 
the numerous ordinances giving them the 
right build tracks of which 
not a single tle has been laid. 
Ordinance 11965, approved March 22, 1882., 
aud allowing the road to extend its tracks from 
the east line of Tayon avenue to Seventh street 
has expired. So also ordinance number 1285, 
approved June 6, 1884. Further west ordinance 
number 11725 permits the road to bring their 
tracks tothe east line of Tayon avenue, toa 
oint within 200 feet north of the tracks of the 
Wabash Road. Such are the facts in connec- 
tion with the legislation for the benefit of 
the San Francisco ilroad within 
the past five years, and that road has taken 
advantage of not a single right ex- 
tended to them by the city. This mem- 
ber says that the report of the com- 
mittee on this bill will be a study. 
Every fact relating to the San Francisco Road 
will be dug up from its ave in 
the records p the office of 
the City Register, tabulated, placed in 
order and sprung with a rush onthe Council.

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DEAD IN HIS BED. 


John Pearson, & Traveling Salesman, Quits 
Life Mysteriously. 

John Pearson, 4 traveling salesman, was 
found dead in his bed in room 26 of the Plan- 
ters’ House, at 9:30 o’clock this morn- 
ing, with surroundings and under circumstan- 


ces which admit of a variety of conjectures 
and offer contradictory suggestions as to 
the cause of his sudden demise and 
the manner in which it occurred. When 
discovered by Mary Brady, a chambermaid, 
who went to call him to breakfast, 
attired in street costume, was ! 
length, face upward, upon the turned-down 
sheet of the bed. is left hand was 
resting lightly over his heart, his right hang 
ing limp and colorless over the edge of the bed 
at his side. His feet, on which he 
wore a pair of heavy boots, were 
crossed over each other in an easy, comfort- 
abble position and a doar ape about him 
even his attitude, was so perfectly natural and 
unstrained as to lead to the beliet 
that he was calmly sleeping and not 
dead. The chambermaid, after agsuring her - 
self that everytbing was not exactly right, with 
an exclamation of surprise hurried 
from the apartment and hastily sum- 
moned John Hughes, the man in — 
of the dining-room just across the hall. 
Hughes peeped in for a few sec- 
and in turn called Mr. Joseph 
and Clerk Wm. Cunningham. 
Dr. John Magoffin, the hotel physician, was 
sent for, and after a brief examination the 
doctor pronounced 
PEARSON DEAD, 
and expressed the opinion that life had been 
extinct for some time. to the cause of the 
death he was not ax ae to say, 
but he was incline to think that 
it was the result of natural 
causes and not suicide. The Coroner was no- 
tified and the body removed to the Morgue to 
await the more searching examination of the 
Coroner’s inquest. 

When a Post- DISPATCH reporter arrived up- 
on the scene, Pearson’s late quarters pre- 
sented a strange appearance, He was 
a drummer for a firm — in druggists’ 
sundries, and the two rooms which he had oc- 
cupied were crowded with long tables 
weighted down with the fancy articles 
of his trade, displayed for the 
benefit of his customers. na wash-stand 
near the bed was a bottle of Horsford’s Acid 
Phosphate, partially emptied. ( 
table at the foot of 
half concealed by business letters, 
and account books, was another 
tle, a small one, but one which, 
if the post-mortem examination does not 
show that Pearson’s death was natural, mav 
assume considerable importance in the 
case and be the means of § solv- 
ing the mystery which envelopes the affair. 
The bottle referred to was not over an inch 
an a high, and was labelled 
„sulphate ot morphine, \%-grain 
pills. It was uncorked, and 
about one-third full of small white pills. A 
white dust or powder was scattered over the 
table cover around the bottle, suggesting that 
the contents had been used lately. 

Capt. Sinclair, manager of the wholesale 
drug store of Meyer Bros., threw a ray of light 
upon Pearson’s past life, He said: 

‘*PEARSON’S FAMILY, , 
consisting ofa wife and three children, is at 
present residing somewhere in England. 
He has been separated from them for some 
time past. don’t know the nature 
of the difficulty between Pearson and his 
wife. I don’t know, in fact, that there 
was any unpleasantness between them. 
He sent her money regularly, I believe. 
Pearson was formerly in our employ asa 
salesman. He left us on “he | 1 
and went to New York, where 
he obtained a position traveling

He seemed to experience 
some difficulty in getting into the room. 
Mr. Girardi says that Pearson had been 
stopping at the hotel since the 20th of Febru- 
ary aud always conducted himself in a quiet, 
unassuming and gentlemanly manner. 

Letters found on Pearson show that he had 
been traveling for Kaufman & Strauss, John 
Butler, Jr., nry Friedmann and Theodore 
Ricksecker of New York, and the Cincinnati 
Pearl Works of Cincinnati.

TREAT SUSTAINED. 


The Southern Express Company’s Case Re- 
versed by the U. S. Supreme Court. 

The Supreme Court of the United States has 

reversed a case of vital importance to express 

companies all over the country. The 


litigation had its origin here in the shape of a 
roceeding by the Southern Express 
Company against the Iron oun- 
ain & Southern’ Railroad Company, 
seeking to enforce upon the railroad my mn 
the acceptance of the Southern express busi- 
ness on the same rates as — to other 
companies. The matter was heard here in 
February, 1882, before Justice Miller and Judge 
McCrary. Judge Treat sat likewise, but he 
had no voice in the decision of the court, 
which was in favor of the ex- 
ress company, Judges Miller and McOrary 
folding that courts of equity had the right to 
regulate any matter of discrimination on the 
part of the railroad company 
as a common carrier in relation 
to express business, as well as 
in relation to passengers and the public gen- 
erally. Judge Treat held different views and 
the Chief Justice, in reversing the 
judgment of the United States Circuit Court, 
sustains his position. Express companies 
cannot demand as a right what had hitherto 
been granted as a favor. Railroad com. 
panies are not ~ 4 law 
with the duty 0 
express companies in 
express carriers are usually 
just in the same manner as they are required 
to carry the public and the freight 
business of public. The beur- 
ing of the case here in 1882 attracted 
agreat deal of attention all over the country 
and it was argued by such eminent counsel as 
Senator Edmunds, Clarence Seward and 
Judge Campbell. The reversal by the United 
States Supreme Court has the effect of dis- 
missing the Southern Express Company’s 
case after an accounting.

A TRAGIC SEQUEL. 


The Elopement of Stephen Brady and Stella 
Kent from Norwalk, Conn. 
By Telegraph to the PosT-DISPATCH. 

NORWALK, CONN., March 3.--Stephen A. 
Brady and Miss Stella Kent eloped from Nor- 
walk two years ago. Before the elopement 
Brady was one of the most prosperous and 
widely known business men of this town. He 
did business as ajeweler on Main street and 
livea happily with his family ina pretty little 
cottage in Berkley place, until Miss Stella 
Kent, a sister of Mra. Brady, went to reside 
with them. Miss Kent’s personal charms and 
lively disposition soon won the affections of 
Brady. The natural outcome was a family 
quarrel which compelled Miss Kent to 
seek another boarding place. Not long 
after came the announcement that Miss Kent 
and Brady had eloped. It is not known that 
any attempt was made to trace them, but it 


was reported shortly afterward that a gentle - 
man from this place had seen them in Kansas 
City. The affair, which had almost been for- 
gotten, was revived yesterday by the receipt 
of Missouri papers giving the details of a 
double tragedy which occurred in the little 
village of Lron Knob, on the night of January 
30, and ot which Brady and the woman, Kent, 
are supposed to have been the victims. The 
Index of that place tells the following story of 
the tragedy: Late last summer, there ar- 
rived in this village a man and woman of 
middle age, withan infant. They stopped a 
short time at the Elmo Hotel, where they were 
known as Mr. and Mrs. Jackson of Kansas 
City. They afterward moved into a house on 
Banta street, the man setting himself up as a 
repairer of watches, clocks and jewelry.

On Wednesday night last, 
the neighbors hearing ioud noises and terrible 
screams comin from the house, sum- 
moned a Deputy Sheriff, who with a number of 
others entered the house, but too late to 
prevent a horrible tragedy, They found that 
the man, while evidently in a state of crazy 
intoxication, had beaten the woman with an 
ax until her features were scarcely recog- 
nizable, and had then cut his own. throat with 
a knife. The child lay upon the bed uninjured, 
too young to realize what had happened. The 
man was dead when found, but the woman 
cn seg some two hours before dying, durin 
which time she was occasionally conscious an 
able to talkin an incoherent manner. It was 
gathered from her conversation that the 
couple orginally came from Connecticut, 
where they were well connected, the man hay- 
ing deserted a wife and family to elope 
with the woman, who 
to have been married. 
name of the parties not 
be clearly understood, but was thought to be 
either Kemp or Brady. When the couple first 
arrived here they were quite fleshy people, 
but dissipation by the man, and care and 
worriment on the part of the woman had re- 
duced them very much at the last. As there 
was nothing of value or to indicate the names 
or address of friends found among their 
effects they were buried at the expense ot the 
town in the West Branch bu g ground. 
The child, a bright, healthy-looking girl baby, 
has been taken in charge by the town authori- 
ties and will be properly cared for. The true 
history of the parties and their wanderings 
since leaving their native State will probab 
never be known in this section, although 
many are curious to know it. 

The description of the man and woman 
correspond in every particular with that of 
Brady and Miss Kent, and the statements 
made by the dying woman are identical with 
the circumstances attending their elope- 
ment. Both the Brady and Kent families are 
well connected in Norwalk, Brady’s daughter, 
a pretty and accomplished young lady, being 
betrothed to the son ofa retired hat manu- 
facturer, and a brother of Miss Kent having 
wedded a daughter of Representative Bell.

DWYERS TO THE BIG RACE.

The Horsemen Want Large Entrance Money 
~The Association Schedule — Base Ball 

- News—Change in the Playing Rules—Gossip 
and P nals—Sporting Miscellany.

New York, March 8.—The announcement 
that the St. Louis Fair Association had opened 
a stake to which it would add $10,000 if Miss 
Woodford and Freeland started attracted 
considerable attention among those interested 
in racing. It was an especially interesting 
announcement to Mr. Phil Dwyer and Mr. Ed 
Corrigan, the latter having arrived from St. 
Louls on Monday night. Both were seen by 
the Post-DISPATCH correspondent at the 
St. James Hotel last night, when, in 
reply to the question as to what they 
thought of the offer by the S&t. 
Louis Association, they, without hesitation, 


said that while it was very liberal on the part 
of the St, Louis people, they were opposed to 
runn Miss Woodford and Freeland in open 
races, for which the number of starters was 
likely to be large; that the entrance money 
($600) was entirely too small, as it would let in 
à number of horses whose owners would go in 
and start, taking the chances of winning the 
$2,000 second money, or $1,000 third, while one 
or perhaps both of the cracks“ might re- 
ceive injuries which would not only inca- 

acitate them for a time, but cause permanent 

ouble; that if the St. Louis or any other 
association wanted a big race they would be 
willing to make a race with Freeland and Miss 
Woodford at an entrance of $5,000 or $10,000 
each, the association to add the same amount, 
and let as many come in as wished at those 
conditions; that as far as the St. Louis stake 
was concerned, they would enter Miss Wood- 
ford and Freeland, and probably some others, 
and then take the chances afterward about 
starting, as it would only cost $100 to stay out. 
For himself, Mr. Dwyer said that he really did 
not care to make the trip to St. Louis in June, 
as about that time his stable will be actively 
at work here in the East. He would not say 
he would not run Miss Woodford at St. Louis 
if the inducements were sufficient; that as 
the stable now had Pontiac, he and his brother 
could afford to keep Miss Woodford for special 
occasions, for in all races at 4a 
mile or a mile and a uarter, he 
thought the ‘‘black horse’’ was a match for 
anything, barring Miss Woodford, and he 
— not want torun her very often against 

m. 

In reply to the question as to what they in- 
tended to do with the stable this summer, Mr. 
Dwyer said that if their 3-year-olds did as well 
as they expected they would divide the stable 
in July and send one portion to Saratoga to 
run for the Travers, Alabama, Kenner and 
other stakes, in view of which they had made 
entries for some of the other stakes, which 
had closed on the first of the month, while 
with the remainder of the stable they would 
run in the stakes and purses at Monmouth Park. 
Barring accidents, the stable colors would, 
this year, be first seen at Washington and 
Baltimore, where in every probability some of 
the Rancocas purchases would start. A simi- 
lar question to Mr. Corrigan elicited the reply 
that it was his intention to run his stable 
whenever they bad- engagements in the West 
until about the middle of the meeting at Chi- 
cago, when, if all went well, he would no 
doubt come East and fill some few engage- 
ments at Saratoga and Monmouth Park; that 
be had made several entries for champion 
stakes and that he expected to meet some- 
thing belonging tothe Dwyers for that race, 
Mr. Dwyer’s reply to which was a look that 
certainly expressed assent.

THE SAMOAN ISLANDS. 


Secretary Bayard’s Interesting Letter Re- 

specting the Rights of American Citizens. 
By Telegraph to the PosT-DISPATCH. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 3.—Secretary 
Bayard has addressed an interesting letter to 
Congressman Wm. W. Morrow, which treats 
of the question of the rights of American citi- 
zens and of the rival claims of Great Britain 
and Germany in the South Pacific. This letter 
is as follows: 


DEPARTMENT OF STATE 
WASHINGTON, February 2, 1888. 
* the Hon. Wm. M. Morrow, House of Representa- 
ves: 

Sir: Your communication of the 17th inst. 
referring to this department a letter addressed 
to you by Mr. A. Crawford of San Francisco in 
relation to the alleged action of Germany in 
Claiming the sovereignty of the islands 
of the Samoan, Gilbert and Marshall groups, 
has been received. In reply, I have the honor 
to inform you that we have no treaty relations 
with the Gilbert and Marshall Islands or any 
13 of the intention of Germany with 
respect thereto, except the reports which reach 
us, with more or less authenticity, that Great 
Britain and Germany have agreed upon lines 
of division in the Pacific, by which determin- 
ate areas will be open to exclusive settiement 
and control of the respective Governments. 
The case is different in Samoa, with which 
country we have established treaty relations. 
The German Government has repeatedly dis- 


treaty relations in any way. The re- 
cently reported occurrences in Samoa are not 
et fully understood and further knowledge 
s awaited before forming a definite judgment. 
As to the outlying. unattached ups of 
islands dependent upon no recognized sov- 
ereignty, and settled sporadically by repre- 
sentatives of many nationalities, whose ten- 
ure depends on prior occupancy of inhabita- 
ble territory or an understanding with the na- 
tives, we conceive that the rights of Ameri- 
can settlers therein should rest on the same 
footing as others. We claim no exclusive 
jurisdiction in their behalf, and are not called 
upon toadmit op the part of any other na- 
tionality rights which might operate to oust 
our citizens from rights which tney may be 
found to share equally with others. In case 
of actual annexation of such islands by any 
foreign power we should expect that our citi- 
gens peaceably established there would be 
treated on a basis of equality with the citizens 
or subjects of such power. These views have 
been communicated to our Ministers at London 
and Berlin for their guidance. I have the
